The scene is de- 
scribed ty a member of the French Alpine club 
as maguniticent in the extreme The boulders 
which detach themselves are often of immense 
size, and ‘they leap dowa a steep slope at an ex- 
tremely rapid pace, crushing literally to match- 
yweood the trees and saplings which they en~- 
counter. The noise made by the descending 
masses resembles dull and distant peals of 
thunder.:
